This timie, accord­ 
ing to the report, he cracked up 
an Army plane while hunting wal­ 
rus.

The Interior department, long 
pee\-ed at General Buckner’s hunt­ 
ing activities, this time is g oing in­ 
to the matter thoroug hly .
